Halifax police say the murder 
and robbeiy of a 65-year-old 
man in the city’s south-end 
was drug related, and he died 
by asphyxiation. 

David William Rose was 
found dead inside his South 
Street rooming house by an¬ 
other resident just before 
11 p.m. on March 9. 

Police released his cause of 
death by asphyxiation Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, a few hours 
after two people facing char¬ 
ges in the murder declined to 
appear in a Halifax provincial 
courtroom. 

“As far as to what transpired 
there, it becomes evidence in 
front of the court,” said police 
spokesman Const. Pierre Bour- 
dages. 

Asphyxiation happens 
when someone is deprived of 
oxygen, whether by suffoca¬ 



tion or another way. 

Bradford Eugene Beals, 
51, was charged with second- 
degree murder and robbeiy 
on Wednesday night. Deborah 
Jane Spencer, 29, was also 
charged with robbeiy and be¬ 
ing an accessoiy to murder 
after the fact. 

Second-degree murder indi¬ 
cates there’s no “premedita¬ 
tion” to the crime, Bourdages 
said. 

The murder was drug relat¬ 
ed, police say, and it wasn’t ran¬ 
dom because all three people 
knew each other. 

Bourdages said police “do 
believe there was a robbeiy 
there,” but wouldn’t say what 
was taken or how Rose was as¬ 
phyxiated. 

Rose’s death was originally 
reported as suspicious, but an 


autopsy was conducted Mon¬ 
day and police announced the 
case a homicide. 

The charges against Beals 
and Spencer, both from Hali¬ 
fax, came almost 24 hours after 
they were arrested for ques¬ 
tioning on Tuesday night. 

Both covered their faces as 
they were led into the provin¬ 
cial courthouse on Thursday 
morning. 

They chose to be repre¬ 
sented by their lawyers in 
court, and waived the reading 
of the charges. The judge set 
the cases over until March 19 
for election and plea. 

Police do not anticipate any 
more charges to be laid, and 
aren’t looking for any other 
suspects. 

Spokeswoman for the Pub¬ 
lic Prosecution Service Chris 
Hansen said Beals has about 
20 charges stretching back to 
1985, including break and en¬ 
ter, failure to comply, carrying 
a concealed weapon and aggra¬ 
vated assault. 

Hansen said Spencer has a 
record going back to 2005, and 
has been convicted of fraud, 
false pretense or statement, 
and theft under $5,000.

It has been eight years since 
Maiy-Beth Chaulk was struck 
and killed at a marked cross¬ 
walk in Dartmouth. 

In the time since the 
16-year-old’s death on March 
12, 2006, friends and family 
have gathered each year at 
For the Love of Maiy-Beth 
blood donor clinic to remem¬ 
ber the young girl, and to 
make a difference. 

Maiy-Beth’s mother, Tina 
Chaulk, wants to keep the 
spirit of her daughter alive 
and feels this annual blood 
drive that takes place near 
the anniversary of her death 
is the right way to do it. 

“We were tiying to figure 
out how to honour her life. 
We decided on the blood 
drive because donation of 
blood was so important at 
the end of her life,” Chaulk 
said while giving blood at the 
Halifax Blood Donor Clinic on 
Thursday.

After Chaulk’s daughter 
was hit by a vehicle on March 
11, 2006, she was kept alive 
for nearly 14 hours thanks to 
blood donations and trans¬ 
fusions. 

These extra hours allowed 
for many of her organs to be 
donated, improving and sav¬ 
ing the lives of 11 people. 

“She was such a fun-loving 
and giving person,” her moth¬ 
er said. 

Earlier this month, a re¬ 
port produced by HRM’s 
Crosswalk Safety Advisory 
Committee was passed by 
Halifax regional council. 


The report looks to re¬ 
define awareness towards 
crosswalk safety and provide 
education where it’s lacking. 

“Any little thing they do 
will help because right now 
crosswalk safety is not even 
part of your driver’s educa¬ 
tion course. It should be 
there,” said Chaulk. 

Other report highlights 
include equipping all cross¬ 
walks with zebra markings, 
reflective crosswalk tape and 
approving the use of cross¬ 
walk flags. 

Recommendations for the 
revision of the Motor Vehicle 


Act with intent to increase 
non-monetary penalties for 
pedestrian motor vehicle vio¬ 
lations will also take place. 

The changes proposed in 
the report are expected to 
take anywhere from several 
months to well into 2015 to 
be implemented. 

That’s way too long for 
Chaulk. 

“For me it hasn’t been 
three months to a year. It’s 
been eight years,” she said. “I 
think it’s taken quite a while 
for them to get anything 
done. I think it might have 
moved a lot quicker had it 


been someone in politics or 
someone in a higher power 
whose family member was 
killed at a crosswalk.”

A record-breaking fourth 
quarter helped propel the 
Halifax Stanfield Inter¬ 
national Airport to its third- 
busiest year on record in 
2013. 

Although passenger num¬ 
bers were slightly down 
overall, the Halifax Inter¬ 
national Airport Authority 
vice-president of air service 
marketing and development 
said the addition of some 
southbound flights late in 
the year helped post new re¬ 



cords in October, November 
and December. 

“Typically the winter 
program for sun seekers in 


the Halifax market doesn’t 
start until January and really 
comes into full play by mid- 
February and March,” said 


Jerry Staples on Thursday. 
“This year, we saw Cancun 
and Florida being offered, 
Cancun was in November

and then Florida was added 
in December.” 

Canadian domestic traffic 
dropped by 0.3 per cent for 
the year, compared to 2012, 
while transborder traffic fell 
by 0.6 per cent. 

Staples said that was 
caused by an overall reduc¬ 
tion in capacity throughout 
the airline industry. 

“To put it in simple 
terms, they’ve taken ... seats 
and/or frequencies of flights 
out of the markets,” he said, 
adding the measure affected 
airports throughout North 
America. “So they’ve really 
got their load factors up, im¬ 
proved their efficiencies and 


... some of the carriers have 
reduced the number of seats 
in different markets, includ¬ 
ing Halifax.” 

Airlines are now begin¬ 
ning to restore capacity, 
and Staples said there are 
several additions to Halifax 
Stanfield that should sup¬ 
port further growth in 2014 
— such as Air Canada main¬ 
taining its non-stop to Lon¬ 
don Heathrow throughout 
the winter. 

“Winter typically is not as 
busy, so people that wanted 
to go or had to go ... were hav¬ 
ing to connect over U.S. air¬ 
ports or Montreal-Toronto,” 
he said. “This winter they’ve 
been able to do it on that 
non-stop flight of Air Can¬ 
ada’s to Heathrow, which is 
a huge bonus.” 

An average of more than 
170 flights came through the 
airport every day in 2013, 
flying to a total of 45 non¬ 
stop destinations.

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Time to rein in spending on 
public education: New report 



'Unsustainable/ 

Think-tank author 
says school funding 
needs an overhaul

A new paper produced by an 
Atlantic Canadian think tank 
suggests it’s time to start giv¬ 
ing parents some consumer 
power in order to curb the 
cost of public education. 

The backgrounder, The 
Cost Disease Infects Public 
Education Across Canada, 
was authored by Manitoba- 
based Frontier Centre senior 
fellow Rod Clifton in partner¬ 
ship with the Atlantic Insti¬ 
tute for Market Studies. 

It spells out the trend of 


increased spending on public 
education in Canada over the 
last 11 years, despite declin¬ 
ing enrollment. 

“Increases in the cost of 
education represent an ex¬ 
ponential growth curve, ris¬ 
ing much faster than the 
(consumer price index, CPI), 
which means that the in¬ 
creases are unsustainable 
over the long term,” states 
Clifton in the report. 

Clifton says the increase 
in spending isn’t supported 
by an improvement in per¬ 
formance on international 
standardized tests. 

“Some provinces are do¬ 
ing the job of educating their 
students much cheaper than 
other provinces,” said Clif¬ 
ton in an interview Thurs¬ 
day. “Quebec is the best per¬ 
forming province ... and its 
costs are quite low.” 

In Nova Scotia, the per- 


cost student is among the 
lowest in the countiy at 
$11,971, but it climbed by 
nearly 75 per cent between 
1999-00 and 2010-11. 

Clifton said the trends 
aren’t sustainable. 

“Eventually (the cost) has 
to top out, and there’s a set of 
diminishing returns in terms 
of the cost of education,” said 
Clifton. 

The paper suggests the 
cost of public education 
should be closely linked to 
CPI, and tied to demand by 
giving parents vouchers that 
would allow them to send 
their child to any school — 
similar to an MSI card that 
gives the holder the choice 
of any doctor or service pro¬ 
vider. 

“In all of Canada, less than 
20 per cent of the population 
vote for (school board) trust¬ 
ees,” said Clifton. “So these 


people have a lot of respon¬ 
sibility, so my argument is, 
let’s give some of that back 
to parents by giving them a 


voucher and saying, look, I’m 
giving you $12,000, what are 
you going to do for my child 
with that money?” 


A request for comment on 
the paper from the Nova Sco¬ 
tia School Boards Association 
wasn’t returned.

McNeil says the seven- 
member panel will select 
a successor to Jacques La¬ 
pointe, who retired at the 
end of January, and inter¬

The panel includes for¬ 
mer provincial auditor 
general Roy Salmon, the 
dean of the Sobey School 
of Business at Saint Mary’s 
University and representa¬ 


tives from the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of 
Nova Scotia and the Certi¬ 
fied Management Account¬ 
ants of Nova Scotia. 

NDP member Denise 
Peterson-Rafuse says the 
process strays from the one 
that appointed Lapointe in 


2005, when a search and 
selection process was led by 
an all-party steering com¬ 
mittee. 

The committee was also 
assisted by a professional 
recruitment firm and the 
Nova Scotia Public Service 
Commission. 


A spokesman for the pre¬ 
mier’s office says this selec¬ 
tion process is being served 
by a professional recruit¬ 
ment firm but the involve¬ 
ment of an all-party steer¬ 
ing committee has been 
eliminated.

Finance. Diana Whalen 
warns these are tough 
financial times 


Nova Scotia’s finance min¬ 
ister warned Thursday that 
wage and other cost pres¬ 
sures will add to the fiscal 
challenges the provincial 
government faces with its 
upcoming spring budget. 

Diana Whalen said she 
has been telling people dur¬ 
ing pre-budget public consul¬ 
tations that poor economic 
growth continues to affect 
government revenue. 

The last fiscal update 
Whalen released in Decem¬ 
ber projected a $481.7-mil¬ 
lion deficit for 2013-14 due 
to a large unfunded liability 
in the public-service pension 
plan and a drop in govern¬ 
ment revenue. 

Whalen said though the 
province is still waiting on 
its final revenue numbers for

this year, the financial pres¬ 
sure isn’t expected to ease. 

“I don’t have a true sense 
yet of exactly where we will 
be,” said Whalen. “We have 
some challenges in terms of 
the growth in the province 
and that hasn’t changed 
from last year.” 

Whalen said any sav¬ 
ings from a Liberal promise 
to trim $28 million from 
government coffers will be 
offset by program costs and 
recent wage settlements that 
are entering their second 
and third years. 

She said despite that, 
civil-service job cuts are 
not a priority in this year’s 
budget.

man rights group Reprieve. 

Bel Bacha will have the right 
under Algerian law to contest 
his conviction and receive 
a new trial, said Ian Moss, a 
spokesman for the State De¬ 
partment office working to 
close Guantanamo.

The executive director of 
MassEquality said Wednesday 
the group had reached a dead 
end in its negotiations with the 
parade sponsor and won’t par¬ 
ticipate in Sunday’s parade. 

The parade sponsor, the 


South Boston Allied War Vet¬ 
erans Council, said a week ago 
that it had been “misled” by 
MassEquality and had ended 
negotiations. 

No deal was reached despite 
the intervention of Boston May¬ 
or Martin Walsh and Congress¬ 
man Stephen Lynch. 

Walsh says he won’t march 
if gay groups are excluded.

Scientists have discovered a 
new species of dinosaur that 
called the Arctic home 70 
million years ago. 

Nanuqsaurus hoglundi 
was a — relatively — tiny 
cousin of the Tyrannosaurus 
rex. 

The unidentified fossil¬ 
ized fragments of the skull 
and jaw were found in north¬ 
ern Alaska almost eight years 
ago, in an area known as the 
Kilcalc-Tegoseak quariy, on 
the North Slope close to the 
Yukon border. 

“The big difference 
between Tyrannosaurus rex 
and Nanuqsaurus, and Tarbo- 
saurus for example, which is 
the Asian tyrannosaur, is that 
Nanuqsaurus is about half 
the size,” said Tony Fiorillo of 
the Perot Museum of Nature 
and Science in Texas. 

“We feel that’s an adapta¬ 
tion to life in the North.” 

Nanuqsaurus — named 
for the native Inupiat word 
for polar bear — had a skull 
about 64 centimetres long 
and stood about two metres 
high at the hip. 

He inhabited a drastically 
different Arctic than the one 
we know today. During the 
Cretaceous period, the area 
was a coastal plain which, 
like now, had the Arctic 
Ocean to the north and 
snow-capped mountains to 
the south. But the Arctic was 
much warmer, and the area 
was covered in tall, conifer 
forests and flowering plants. 
The temperature would 
have been similar to western 
Canada today. 

Although Alberta is world- 
famous for its dinosaur bone 
beds, Fiorillo said the Arctic 
remains largely uncharted 
territoiy. the Canadian press

Takes a jab at 
Ford. ‘He is no 
role model for my 
granddaughters.' 


Veteran left-wing politician 
Olivia Chow kicked off her 
campaign to unseat the city’s 
infamous mayor Thursday 
by alluding to his numerous 
scandals but refusing to dis¬ 
cuss their potential impact 
on the race. 

Speaking to a packed 
church hall, the former city 
councillor and federal MP — 
already considered a front¬ 
runner — criticized Rob 
Ford for his disappointing” 
leadership. 

“He is no role model for 
my granddaughters,” Chow 
said. “We deserve better.” 

Chow made no mention 
of Ford’s numerous, highly 
publicized scandals: craclc- 
smolcing, alcoholic binges, 
profane rants, ties to sus¬ 
pected drug traffickers and 
an ongoing police investiga¬ 
tion into his activities. 

Asked about the poten¬ 
tial impact on the mayoralty 
race of Ford’s conduct — the 
fodder of headlines and TV 
comedy across Canada and 
internationally — Chow 
dodged. 

“It’s not just a scandal, 
it’s really his failed policies,” 
she said. 

Ford, who was stripped 
of most of his mayoral pow¬ 
ers by council, has said he’s 
not concerned at facing off 
against Chow, bragging in¬ 
stead about his solid fiscal 
management and dedicated 
service to his constituents. 

“This city’s booming, this 
city’s on fire, I’ve got a prov¬ 
en track record,” Ford said 
Thursday at city hall.

“All she (Chow) is is a tax- 
and-spend socialist. Every¬ 
one knows it. Call it for what 
it is.” 

Given his notoriety, what 
would normally be a local 
political tussle focused on 
gridlock, public transit or 
social housing now seems 
destined to play out before a 
much broader audience. 

“The world will be watch¬ 
ing,” said Myer Siemiatycki, 
a political science professor 
at Ryerson University. 

“The world knows about 
Mayor Ford and some across 
the world might wonder, 
‘Can someone with this kind 
of record actually get them¬ 
selves re-elected?”’ 

Ford’s re-election will de¬ 
pend on whether he hangs 
on to his die-hard support¬ 
ers, colloquially known as 
the “Ford Nation,” and can 
pick up votes from those 
who believe in his self-pro¬ 
fessed tax-busting record, 
observers said. 

Ford himself was unfazed, 
saying earlier this week: “My 
Ford Nation people aren’t 
budging and we’re doing 
great.” 


Rob Drummond, political 
science professor emeritus 
at York University, pegged 
Ford’s bedrock support at 
somewhere between 20 and 
30 per cent. 

“I’m astounded at how 
long he’s been able to sus¬ 
tain the support that he 
has,” Drummond said. 

To win, Chow will have to 
hope the conservative vote 
splits among Ford and his 
rival right-wing candidates. 

Chow, the widow of the 
late New Democrat icon Jack 
Layton, is the first heavy¬ 
weight contender on the left 
to challenge for the Oct. 27 
vote. 

What’s clear, political ob¬ 
servers said, is that she has 
the pedigree and street cred 
to be a formidable opponent. 

“She brings a very dis¬ 
tinctive record, persona, pos¬ 
itioning,” Siemiatycki said. 

Chow’s main challenges 
over the next seven months 
will be to strip away sub¬ 
urban votes from Ford, and 
counter perceptions of New 
Democrats as incorrigibly 
tax and spend. 

In her campaign speech 
that came a day after she 
resigned as an MP, Chow 
shook off any suggestion 
she’s a downtown elite — a 
phrase Ford often throws at 
opponents.

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Crimean referendum prompts West 
to increase threats against Russia 



Crisis in Ukraine. 

Gov’t and Western 
allies warn Russia 
against trying to annex 
strategic peninsula 


Russia conducted new militaiy 
manoeuvres near its border 
with Ukraine on Thursday, 
and President Vladimir Putin 
said the world shouldn’t blame 
his countiy for what he called 
Ukraine’s “internal crisis.” 

In Crimea, where the public 
will vote on Sunday whether 
to break away from Ukraine 
and become part of Russia, 
jitteiy residents lined up at 
their banks to withdraw cash 
from their accounts amid un¬ 
certainty over the future of 
the peninsula, which Russian 
troops now control. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry and Russian Foreign Min¬ 
ister Sergey Lavrov plan to meet 


in London on Friday in a last- 
ditch bid to end the standoff 
over the Crimean referendum, 
which Ukraine and the West 
have rejected as illegitimate. 

In Berlin, German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel sharply criti¬ 
cized Russia, saying the territor¬ 
ial integrity of Ukraine cannot 
be compromised. 

Speaking to Germany’s 
parliament, Merkel said Rus¬ 
sia risks “massive” political and 
economic consequences, if it 
does not enter into “negotia¬ 
tions that achieve results” over 
the situation in Ukraine. 

If Moscow does not begin 
to “de-escalate” the situation, 
Merkel said, the 28 European 
Union nations, the U.S. and 
other allies are prepared to take 
even stronger measures such as 
freezing bank accounts of Rus¬ 
sians and implementing travel 
restrictions that would hit Rus¬ 
sia economically. 

On Wednesday, Moscow 
rejected the Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment’s claim that a massive 


Russian militaiy buildup near 
the countries’ border was rais¬ 
ing the threat of a possible in¬ 
vasion. 

But on Thursday Russia’s 
Defence Ministry announced 
that thousands of Russian 
troops in their regions of Ros¬ 


tov, Belgorod, Kursk and Tam¬ 
bov bordering Ukraine are in¬ 
volved in the exercises, which 
will continue until the end of 
the month. 

Putin, who has received his 
parliament’s permission to use 
the Russian militaiy in Ukraine, 


has warned that he reserves 
the right to “use all means” 
to protect Russian speakers in 
Ukraine from violent national¬ 
ists, even though there have 
been no signs they are facing 
such a threat.

Men convicted in New Delhi 
gang rape given death sentence 


A New Delhi court on Thurs¬ 
day confirmed the death pen¬ 
alty imposed by a lower court 
to four men convicted for the 
gang rape and murder of a 
young woman on a moving bus 
in 2012. 

The Delhi High Court dis¬ 
missed the appeals filed by the 
men and said it “affirmed” the 
sentence given by the lower 
court. 

The 23-year-old medical 
student and a friend were re¬ 


turning home from a movie 
when the men tricked them 
into boarding a bus they were 
joy-riding. They beat the friend 
into submission, held the 
woman down and took turns 
raping her, causing severe inter¬ 
nal injuries that led to her death 
two weeks after the attack. 

The brutality of the crime 
unleashed a wave of public 
anger over the treatment of 
Indian women and a long-un- 
spolcen epidemic of sexual vio¬ 


lence in the country. 

All six men involved in the 
attack were arrested soon after 
the attack. Police say one of the 
men hanged himself in prison. 
Another man — an 18-year-old 
who was a juvenile at the time 
of the attack — was convicted 
and ordered to serve three 
years in a reform home. 

A defence lawyer said the 
men would appeal Thursday’s 
decision in the Supreme Court.

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More bodies 
pulled from 
N.Y. blast site 


Harlem disaster. Mayor 
hopes to'find others still 
alive’ as rescue workers 
search overnight through 
smouldering wreckage 


Rescuers working amid cold, 
gusty winds and billowing 
smoke pulled four addi¬ 
tional bodies overnight from 
the rubble of two Manhat¬ 
tan apartment buildings, as 
the death toll rose Thursday 
to at least seven from a gas 
leak-triggered explosion that 
reduced the area to a pile of 
smashed bricks, splinters and 
mangled metal. 

The explosion Wednesday 
morning in East Harlem in¬ 
jured more than 60 people, 
with searchers still trying to 


locate others a day later. May¬ 
or Bill de Blasio said Thursday 
that the city was “hoping to 
find others still alive” and 
then “to determine exactly 
what happened here.” 

Crews used generator- 
powered floodlights and ther¬ 
mal imaging cameras to iden¬ 
tify heat spots — bodies or 
pockets of fire — at the site. 
Police guarding the scene 
wore masks and neighbour¬ 
hood residents covered faces 
with scarfs amid the thick, 
acrid air. 

Construction equipment 
with iron jaws picked up the 
smouldering debris, first de¬ 
positing it on the pavement, 
then hoisting it onto trucks 
that hauled it away. The deb¬ 
ris included structural beams, 
pieces of windows and resi¬ 
dents’ belongings.

Malaysia Airlines. Search 
widens for missing plane 


China. Police arrest man 
who runs rights website 


Malaysian authorities expanded 
their search for a missing plane 
westward toward India on 
Thursday, saying it may have 
flown for several hours after its 
last contact with the ground. 

That scenario would make 
finding the Boeing 777 a vastly 
more difficult task, and raises 
the possibility that searchers 
have been looking in the wrong 
place for the plane and its 239 
passengers and crew since it 


disappeared early Saturday. 

Search planes were sent 
Thursday to search an area off 
the southern tip of Vietnam 
where Chinese satellite images 
showed three suspected float¬ 
ing objects, but they saw only 
ocean. 

“There is nothing. We went 
there, there is nothing,” said 
acting Malaysian Transport 
Minister Hishammuddin Hus¬ 
sein. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Police in China on Thursday 
took away a veteran activist 
who runs a rights monitoring 
website, and seized his com¬ 
puters and mobile phones, the 
campaigner’s mother said. 

Eleven police officers 
turned up at Huang Qi’s home 
in the city of Chengdu and pro¬ 
duced a summons for Huang 
before taking him away, said 
his mother, Pu Wenqing. 

Huang founded a rights 


monitoring website and has 
long been one of China’s most 
outspoken advocates for the 
rights of people who tiy to 
bring their grievances to the 
attention of the government 
but often face police harass¬ 
ment. He served a five-year 
prison sentence starting in 
2003 on subversion charges 
linked to politically sensitive 
articles posted on his site.

Air India. Bomb maker to 
serve Canada’s longest- 
ever perjury sentence 


Convicted Air India bomb 
maker Inderjit Singh Reyat 
will serve the longest per¬ 
jury sentence in Canadian 
history, after the B.C. Ap¬ 
peal Court rejected a plea to 
reduce the term. 

The nine-year prison sen¬ 
tence for lying at the trial 
of two men accused in the 
terrorist plot is appropriate, 
the panel of three judges 
announced Thursday. 

“The gravity of the trial 
at which Mr. Reyat perjured 
himself is without compari¬ 
son,” Justice Mary Saun¬ 
ders wrote on behalf of the 
panel. 

Reyat hid the extent of 
his knowledge of the con¬ 
spiracy alleged to be behind 
the mass murder, the judg¬ 
es noted. 



Reyat is the only person 
ever convicted in the bomb¬ 
ings of two flights that ori¬ 
ginated in Vancouver.

Argentina. Accounts 
say Francis’ silence 
enabled life-saving acts 


It was 1976, South America’s 
dictatorship era, and Jorge 
Mario Bergoglio, the future 
Pope Francis, was a 30-some- 
thing leader of Argentina’s 
Jesuit order. At the time, the 
country’s church hierarchy 
openly sided with the coun¬ 
try’s militaiy junta as it kid¬ 
napped, tortured and killed 
thousands. 

Many who were targeted 
were politically active and 
some were Marxist, but others 


were simply committed social 
workers. The right-wing mil¬ 
itaiy made few distinctions. 
Priests as well as Catholic lay 
workers began to disappear at 
the hands of death squads. 

Critics have argued that 
Bergoglio’s public silence in 
the face of that repression 
made him complicit too, and 
they warn against what they 
see as historical revisionism 
designed to burnish the repu¬ 
tation of a now-popular pope. 

But the chilling accounts of 
survivors who credit Bergoglio 
with saving their lives are hard 
to deny. They say he conspired 
right under the soldiers’ noses 
at the theological seminaiy 
he directed, providing refuge 


and safe passage to dozens of 
priests, seminarians and pol¬ 
itical dissidents marked for 
elimination by the 1976-1983 
militaiy regime. 

Several new books assert 
that Bergoglio’s public silence 
enabled him to save more 
people. 

Sitting in a seminaiy gar¬ 
den whose tranquility was 
broken only by the gurgling of 
a fountain and leaves rustling 
in the breeze, theologian Juan 
Carlos Scannone quietly told 
AP of the terror he felt decades 
ago. 

Scannone said he was tar¬ 
geted because he promoted 
a non-Marxist “theology of 
the people” and worked with 


slum-dwellers in the city’s 
“miseiy villages.” He said 
Bergoglio not only defended 
him against criticism within 
the church, but personally de¬ 
livered his writings for publi¬ 
cation even when the militaiy 
was trying to find him. 

“Bergoglio contributed by 
helping the persecuted, and 
he dedicated himself to ob¬ 
taining the release of his kid¬ 
napped priests. Still, he didn’t 
participate at the time in the 
fight against the militaiy dic¬ 
tatorship in defence of human 
rights,” said Adolfo Perez Es¬ 
quivel, whose human rights 
work in Argentina won him 
the Nobel Peace Prize.

Richard: Steve, remember the 
Mazda commercials that were 
on a few years ago? I felt like 
the kid from those ads was sit¬ 
ting on my shoulder whisper¬ 
ing “zoom, zoom” into my ear 
for the entire running time of 
The Hot Wheels Movie, er.... 
Need for Speed. This is a fast 
paced car race movie that zips 
along as quickly as you’d hope 
a movie with the word speed 
in the title would, but charac¬ 
ter wise, it’s not quite as fast 
or furious as you might like. 
The cars are the stars, while 
the characters are largely left 
in the dust. What did you 
think? 


SG: Yes, the way they’re up¬ 
staged by the racing sequen¬ 
ces, the term “vehicular man¬ 
slaughter” could easily apply 
to the actors. Sure, Aaron Paul 
showed us he had chops in 
Breaking Bad but that only 
makes the choice of playing 
a gravelly-voiced, vengeance¬ 
seeking street car racer all 
the more curious. After all, as 
much as Need For Speed tries 
to design depth in its charac¬ 
ters, nobody in the thriller rises 
above conveniently routine. Or 
all that interesting. 

RC: I liked the race scenes. They 
feel authentic and by and large 
done by brave speed demon 
stunt drivers without the use 
of CGI. They’re exciting, pedal- 
to-the-metal sequences that 
put the audience in the driver’s 
seat. You have to wonder about 
glorifying the romance of reck¬ 
less street racing, but the movie 


isn’t a commercial for vehicular 
mayhem. There are some wild 
rides, but there are also conse¬ 
quences for many of the driv¬ 
ers and their need for speed. I 
just wish the characters were 
stronger. It says something 
when the movie’s most inter¬ 
esting character — the eccen¬ 
tric millionaire the Monarch, 
played by Michael Keaton — 
never gets behind the wheel of 
a car. 

SG: He was definitely working 
the same oddball over-the-top 
angles as Nicolas Cage. Imo¬ 
gen Poots (That Awkward Mo¬ 
ment) was appealing enough 
as a British assistant of the 
car’s owner who hitchhikes 
along with Paul for the na¬ 
tionwide ride. However, I 
couldn’t help thinking how 
contrived the entire plot was. 
Then again, I suppose that 
shouldn’t be surprising con¬ 


sidering the stoiy was culled 
from a video game — albeit a 
veiy successful video game. 

RC: Need for Speed isn’t Down- 
ton Abbey. It’s a car crazy stoiy 
where characters take a back¬ 
seat to the action, but if you 
know what a Two Lane Grass¬ 
hopper is, then you’ll probably 
get a kick out of the driving 
scenes. 

SG: This movie definitely isn’t 
for graduates of Juifiiard’s 
drama program. It’s for high- 
octane gearheads who want 
to stuff their faces with over¬ 
buttered popcorn and watch in¬ 
nocent bystanders and cops get 
taken out in the careless (cut 
cunningly choreographed) act 
of illegal street racing.

Kickstarter craze. 

As the new Veronica 
Mars film hits theatres, 
opinions are mixed 
on the business of 
celebs asking fans to 
finance their projects 


Rob Thomas knew he might 
make movie history by 
using Kickstarter to crowd- 
fund his Veronica Mars film. 
But he wasn’t prepared for 
the posters. 

Of all the prizes offered 
to donors of Veronica Mars 

— eveiything from a digital 
copy of the script for $10 to 
a walk-on cameo for $10,000 

— the most taxing was auto¬ 
graphing the cast-signed post¬ 
ers promised to more than 
5,000 backers. It took several 
hand-cramping days and con¬ 
stant shuttling of boxes from 
one signee to the next. 

“We’ve got our own post¬ 
er handler who is in charge 
of getting them to us and 


getting them signed,” Thom¬ 
as said in a recent interview. 
“It’s required, like, its own 
department.” 

But, he adds, “This movie 
would not exist if we had 


not gone down this path.” 

It’s been a year since 
Thomas sent shock waves 
through the movie industry 
by turning to the crowd¬ 
funding site Kickstarter to 


help finance a movie based 
on his cultishly adored but 
short-lived high-school de¬ 
tective series. Today, the 
movie hits theatres and 
video-on-demand. As the

the film. But he also got 
to introduce a viral video 
with James Franco. 


first high-profile celebrity 
project to drum up money 
on Kickstarter, Veronica 
Mars is a trailblazer, albeit 
one with a cloudy legacy. 

Thomas has already been 
followed by projects by Zach 
Braff (to fund his second dir¬ 
ectorial effort) and Spike Lee 
(to raise cash for his latest 
“joint”). The land rush into 
a new avenue of funding 
(a major struggle for most 
filmmakers) has raised ques¬ 
tions about the ethics of fan- 
based financing. (Contribu¬ 
tors pay for different levels 
of rewards, but don’t share 
in profits.) 

Veronica Mars may have 


introduced a democratic 
spirit to a green-lighting pro¬ 
cess usually controlled by 
film executives, but it has 
also opened a Pandora’s box 
where, critics say, established 
insiders can take advantage 
of their loyal followings. 

“It’s a brilliant idea that’s 
gotten out of hand,” House of 
Cards producer Dana Brun- 
etti recently said at a SXSW 
panel discussion. ”It’s wrong 
when people like Zach Braff 
or Spike Lee use that same 
service to fund their films 
when they already have ac¬ 
cess. I think it overshadows 
and takes away from the little 
guys who actually need the 
handing." 

Thomas says he’d rather 
not be considered a poster 
boy for Kickstarter. “Every 
project has its own separate 
concerns,” he says. Instead, 
he believes the choice is up 
to consumers. 

“If it bothers you that 
Zach Braff probably has a lot 
of money from Scrubs,” says 
Thomas, “then don’t give to 
it.”

By now many of you may 
have gotten wind of the latest 
“event” movie from Danish 
enfant terrible Lars von Trier, 
he of the malevolent mind 
bender Antichrist, the Bjorlc- 
starring anti-musical Dancer 
in the Dark and the lush Mel¬ 
ancholia. 

When von Trier releases a 
film, the cinema world races 
around him in circles, debat¬ 
ing furiously, cheering and 
jeering in equal measure. He 
knows this and clearly loves to 
push boundaries and buttons. 

With his latest opus, the 
pornographic masterwork 
Nymphomaniac, the film¬ 
maker doesn’t just push 
boundaries, he decimates 
them. The movie stars von 
Trier’s muse, actress and pop 
star Charlotte Gainsbourg as 
Joe, a self-described sex ad¬ 
dict whose lifelong free-fall 
into carnality has both liber¬ 
ated her and led her to lubri¬ 
cated ruin. 

After dropping jaws all 
over Europe, the five-hour 
Nymphomaniac opens in se¬ 
lect Canadian markets next 
Friday, ready to shake our 
sensibilities with is caval¬ 


cade of extreme and explicit 
couplings. This writer was 
invited to the Toronto press 
screening last week, along 
with most of Hogtown’s 
finest critics. It was an ele¬ 
phantine affair, beginning 
at 9 a.m. and climaxing 
at 2 p.m. and was indeed 
an “event”, complete with 
intermission to provide a 
breather from the non-stop 
emissions. The movie is, of 
course, more than just a 
star-studded sex film and is 
in fact, very edifying, 

Here then, related in as 
family-friendly a fashion as 
possible, are five things I 
learned while stuffed into 
a sweaty cinema watching 
Nymphomaniac... 

The version we’re getting 
in Canada is cut 

Before the screening, the 
publicist announced that 
Canada will indeed be get¬ 
ting the slightly truncated 
edit of Nymphomaniac, to 
which some critics sneered. 


“Don’t worry,” the smirk¬ 
ing PR assured, “you’ll still 
get plenty of ‘stuff’ to look 
at.” 

Sex is like fly fishing 

The framework of Nympho¬ 
maniac consists of a battered 
Joe relating her salacious life 
story to a kindly bachelor 
(played by von Trier regular 
Stellan Slcarsgard) who con¬ 
vincingly draws every one of 
her penetrating anecdotes 
back to the art of fly-fishing, 
complete with beautifully 
shot footage of the hobby 
sport. 

Shia LaBeouf has 

nothing to hide 

He may be marauding 
around Hollywood with 
a bag on his head, but 
troubled Nymphomaniac co- 
star LaBeouf leaves no other 
part of his anatomy to the 
imagination here, dressed as 
he is in nothing more than a 
smile for half the film’s run¬ 
ning time. 


Mini-muffins taste 
great post coitus 

During the intermission 
between Nymphomaniac 
Part One and Part Two, the 
publicist treated us wobbly- 
lcneed critics to a spread of 
mini-muffins, juice and cof¬ 
fee. It was odd discussing 
LaBeouf’s beef and Gains¬ 
bourg’s fluid performance 
while huffing down bran, 
but it was all part of the ex¬ 
perience. 

The silent duck 

Unfortunately, I cannot elab¬ 
orate on this plot-point, the 
revelation of which stretch¬ 
es more than the imagina¬ 
tion. To learn more, you’ll 
just have to see the film. 

And I heartily suggest you 
do see the film. Because the 
beauty of Nymphomaniac 
and all of von Trier’s work is 
that hidden inside its outra¬ 
geous exterior is something 
profound, poetic and deeply 
human. 


The new young adult movie 
Divergent declares, “The future 
belongs to those who know 
where they belong.” 

In the film, a Big Brother 
style government has divided 
the post-apocalyptic Chicago 
into five factions: the altruistic 
Abnegation sect, the peace lov¬ 
ing Amity, the “I cannot tell a 
he” Candor group, the militar¬ 
istic arm Dauntless and the 
smarty-pants Erudite. 

In the middle of this muddle 
is Four, played by Theo James, 
a Dauntless warrior with a 
sensitive side. He’s a mentor of 
sorts and love interest to Tris 
(Shailene Woodley), a 16-year- 
old who has recently pledged 
to Dauntless. During her gruel¬ 
ing training, Four helps her 
disguise the fact that she is “di¬ 
vergent,” a person who cannot 
be pigeonholed into just one 
designation. 

James, the English-born star, 
beat out half of young Holly¬ 
wood for the role, which was 
made popular in the wildly 
successful Divergent series of 
books. Sales of more than five 
million copies puts the novels 
into Hunger Games territoiy, 
but why are they so popular 
with teens? “I think there are 
two things to summarize it,” 
says James, a philosophy gradu¬ 
ate from the University of Not¬ 
tingham. 


“One, on a generalist level, 
it’s a good stoiy to be able to 
be involved in in the same way 
as some others in the genre 
are. The faction system is a 
good thing for young people 
to grab hold of because they 
can question themselves. They 
can say, ‘Which one would I be 
in?’ There are cliques in high 
school, and it has those kinds 
of ramifications. 

“There are other high school 
parallels; it’s a big assembly 
hall, there is a kind of teacher, 
there is a kind of ceremony, 
which is almost like graduating 
from high school. 

“Then there is the college 
era, being in Dauntless and 
then choosing what kind of job 
you’re going to go into. It has 
those fun things to be able to 
latch on to. On top of that there 
is the fantasy level of being in 
a world which is relatable be¬ 
cause it is Chicago. You can see 
these landmarks, so it makes 
sense, but then it is the future 
so there is something more 
fantastic about it. As a result 
of that, there is also a deeper 
world you can step into. 

“Then, you wonder about 
the generation now. Growing 
up they are constantly hearing 
the conversation about deplet¬ 
ing resources and all these kind 
of environmental things.”

Paralympics. Canada 
overpowered by U.S. in 
sledge hockey semi 


There won’t be a hockey 
sweep in Sochi. 

Declan Farmer had two 
goals and an assist Thursday 
as the United States defeated 
Canada 3-0 in the sledge hock¬ 
ey semifinals at the Paralym¬ 
pic Winter Games. 

It’s a bitter pill to swallow 
for the Canadians, who were 
tiying to become the first 
countiy to win the men’s, 
women’s and sledge hockey 
tournaments at an Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

“We were tight. There’s no 
secret that we weren’t mak¬ 


ing crisp, on-the-tape passes, 
and that hurt us. At the same 
time, we had our chances,” 
said Canadian captain Greg 
Westlake. “It seemed like 
we’d have this 10-bell chance 
at their end and then they’d 
come back and the puck 
would end up in our net.” 

Joshua Pauls added a goal 
and an assist for the U.S., 
while Steve Cash made 11 
saves to get the shutout. 

The Americans will face 
Russia in Saturday’s gold- 
medal game at Shayba Arena 


after the hosts defeated Nor¬ 
way 4-0 in Thursday’s other 
semifinal. 

Corbin Watson stopped 
seven shots for Canada, which 
will play Norway for bronze 
on Saturday. 

Gold medallists in 2006, 
Canada was also looking to 
avenge a disappointing fourth- 
place finish on home soil in 
Vancouver in 2010 and was 
perfect through three round- 
robin games, outscoring the 
opposition 15-1. 

But on a night where 


nothing seemed to go their 
way, the Canadians failed to 
convert numerous chances 
in front of Cash, a trend that 
started in their 1-0 victory 
over the Czech Republic on 
Tuesday. 

The Americans will play 
for gold for a second straight 
Paralympics after winning the 
tournament four years ago. 

The U.S. was upset by Rus¬ 
sia 2-1 in their final group 
game here to set up the semi¬ 
final against their bitter rivals. 

Canada came in having 
won the 2013 world cham¬ 
pionship and world sledge 
hockey challenge — with both 
victories coming over the U.S. 
— but lost two of three exhib¬ 
ition meetings with the Amer¬ 
icans in the lead-up to the
